be collective security, common 
sense, common honesty, and 
common fairness demands that 
all should put an equal amgunt 
into the pool. That is a state- 
ment which should find gencral 
aeceptance. But, in a systenwof 
collective security, surely’ the

mined, There cannot be any 
ground for each nation maintain- 
ing armaments at the same high 
Jevel which it would seck if it 
were the single defender of its 
It was on this 
ground that there was recently 
some criticism of the ‘British de- 
cision to fix. alr parity at the 
French level, the critics asking 
why we should go up instead of 
down? Certainly it can be
